Oommlssloner of Health Dr. Owens 
has Issued a proclamation to the peo- 
lile of Dlxo'n, warning them of the 
dangers of scarlet fever and diph- 
theria and urging the utmost care 
to prevent the disease being caught 
from outside sources. 


Dr. Owen's proclamation came In 
the form of an interview wltL a Tele- 
graph reporter this afternoon and 
was occi?sioned by the knowledge of 
an epidemic of the two serious ail- 
ments at DeKalb. The news has been 
received here by both Dr. Owens and 
Chief of Police Woodyatt. 


The latter received a letter from 
Lis son who Is working there, to the 
effect that on Sunday thei-e 
were 
over seventy cases in the city, 
i-choois had been closed down and 
that the state board of health was 
considering the proposition of quar- 
iiutinlng the city. 


Dr. Owens Tallcs. 


Dr. Owens immediately gave out an 
interview, which If heeded by 
the 
people of Dixon, will be of great pre- 
«••¡autlonary benefit In 
preventing a 
like condition from existing here. 


Dr Owen said: "Although I have 
had no official notification of the epl- 
had no oflcial notilcation of the epi- 
demic, T have received word 
that 
scarlet fever and diphtheria are epi- 
demic in DeKalb, and I wish to cau- 
tiofi the people of Dixon to be very 
f;areful about going to that city or 
la associating with people who come 
fcrom there. 


"It has been several years since 
v.e have had an epidemic of either 
of these diseases, and it Ss about time 
for another siege. The two ailments 
are periodical. The children grow up 
and soon there is another field for 
the ravages of the awful germs. The 
people should be especially careful, 
because of the time It has been since 
we have had an epidemic and be- 
cause of the weather conditions."

The bar docket for the Lee county 
circuit court .January term, was Is- 
sued by Circuit Clerk McMahan this 
morning, and a glance through the 
booklet shows that the term will be 
a busy one. 


The grand jury will convene Mon- 
day afternoon, and among the most 
important things these 
jurors will 
have to consider will be the case of 
Edward Fuller, who was bound over 
for criminal libel, James lllce of Am- 
boy, who was bound over for lar- 
ccny, and several minor cases where 
men weve sent up for petit larceny. 


The docket shows a total of nme- 
tcen criminal cases already 
slated 
and more to come from the grand 
the i jury. There are eighty-eight common 
law cases, of which twenty-two are 
new. The most prominent among the 
onimon law cases are probably the 
case of Walter B. Merrlman vs. Ed- 
ward C. Fuller for trespass, and the 
case of the city of Dixon v.s. the Lee 
County Lighting company for debt. 


There are 
sixty-eight 
chiincery 
cases on the docket, 
seventeen of 
them new. There are two suits for 
separate maintenance and two suits 
r<jr divorce iu the new cases. 


Judge R. S. Farrand will be on the 
bonch, and the new sheriff's office 
will be given its first workout. The 
reporter will be A. C. Gossman.

In the dark shade of lofty pine trees 
and under spreading oaks In more 
! open woods a mushroom is found so 
remarkable in color and graceful in 
form ihat its beauty has excited ad- 
miral ion for hundreds of years. 
The 
color of its bright orange cap and its 
| chalk white stem and gille la height- 
ened by the surrounding darkness of 
the woods and presents a contrast as 
singular as it Is beautiful. 


But hcucuih the pleasing exterior of 
this brilliant fungus a poison lurks so 
futal to the lives of men and cattle 
that it is called the deadly amanlta. 
and In different countries mothers cau- 
tion their children to beware of ita 
charms. 


Amanita 
muscaria, the deadly, or 
tly. arnanlla. is completely incased in 
a fleece like covering during the early 
! stages of its growth, which makes it 
decidedly egg shaped in form. 
As 
the stem lengthens this covering either 
adheres in loose patches to the top of 
the cap or it 
lips away and forms a 
Tdiiteil States sheathing to the cup at the base of the 
lo be sent to «tern. 


Another inner covering breaks away 
In Its turn from the cap as the mush- 
room expands and forms a conspicuous 
collar abou^: the upper part of the 
stem. 
The bulbous base of the stem 
and 1 hose ruptured, fleecy coverings 
are pronounced characteristics which 
are most helpful In distinguishing this 
dangerous fungus from the other varie- 
ties of mushrooms. 


It is strong, free from pests and 
grows to n height from four to sixteen 
Inches. In color the cap ls sometimes 
bright scarlet, again orange or yellow 
or reddv-di in the center and light yel- 
low toward the edges, and it has no- 
ticeable wartlike patches spread over 
the lop. On old plants the color fades 
out, ami late In the season particularly 
forms of the deadly amanlta are found 
which are almost white. The stem is 
easily separated from the cup at its 
base. 


This mushroom is more generally 
known than any of the other poison- 
ous species. It has long been used as 
William Uosser 
a i l y P°iSOn 111 Europe, and lt takes Its 
name, muscaria, from the Latin word 
for a tly. Its poisonous effect upon hu- 
man heiugb begins a few hours after 
It has been eaten. The symptoms are 
uuuseu and raininess, with cold per- 
spiration and stupor, followed In se- 
vere cases by death from a gradual 
weakening of the heart. 


A strong emetic should be given at 
once, and in all cases a physician 
should be called. Sulphate of atropln 
Is the only known chemical antidote 
for this poison, and to save the patient 
11 must be promptly administered by 
hypodermic injections.
